Some of them are 
still here, but tbe moat of tiiem are 
gone and there are only a tew of the 
persons be knew at tbat tine who are 
still in this vicinity. 


Mr. Hmifo came here as a young 


man, coming by train to St. Augustine 
and walking from tbat place.. There 
were no roads in those days and he 
baa to follow the general direction of 
tile coast, through the woods and 
swamps and across streams. The on- 
ly travel up and down the coast .then 
was by boats, schooners which passed 
through the inlet and made their way 
along tbe coast to St Augustine and 
Jacksonville. The canals connecting 
the streams and making tbe Inland 
waterway had out been dug at tbat 
lime. 


Mr. Smith, who is now a prosperous 


farmer, contractor 
and builder in 


Ashevilte, spent two years in New 
Smyrna at that time. He first went 
to Oak Hill to the home d * relative 
and spent a ebon time there, then 
came to New Smyrna and accepted a 
position ss clerk tor It. S. Sheldon 
1!*o WM then conducting a.amal! 
sipM located on the top of the shell 
m«and in tbe Ocean fltouae grounds 
In those days nobody knew there was 
an oM ton buried in tfto Efaell of tbat 
mound.

Mr. Sheldon enjoyed a gotid trade 


at bla store in those days, Mr. Smith 
recalling tbat* people' came from as 
far down the coast as Lake Worth in 
boats to • purchase their supplies at 
this store. There were settlers scat 
tared all along tbe coast and they 
came in boats to do their trading.

Moat ot theae 
ave been destroyed, but Turtle 
Mound still stands intact on the east 
ank of the North Indian river where 
he peninsula is very narrow, some 
ozen miles south of Mosquito inlet, 


is the most Important Indian mound 


n Florida. It is the highest of all of 
them and is known to all who p.ss 
along our inland waters, Just as it 
waa known to . the early explorer;, 
ver 300 years ago. At a little dis- 
tance out at sea it loomb large as a 
mountain on the western horizon and 
as served as a beacon to many a 
navigator. It was prominently mark- 
id on all the early maps as far back 
a 1591.

A most interesting 


letter from Mrs. Connor was published 
n the New Smyrna News of March 25, 
and also In other papers in the state, 
giving tho history of the mound since 
1591. To quote from the letter: 


"Turtle Mound is by far the most 


noteworthy shell mound in Florida 
and should be made known as such: 
and as time goes by its history. Its 
height and its commanding situation 
will make it more and more valuable 
as a landmark—more so than all tho 
tons of shell for-road beds that could 
be taken from it 
It Is bad enough 


that tie Rock House was destroyed 
a few years ago, because it happened 
to be on a shell mound." 


Mrs. Connor describes in detail 


many of the old maps on which Turtle 
Mound Is marked. 
"Going back- 


wards" it appears under thus name on 
a map printed In 1837. On maps prior 
to that it ia given various names. In 
1823 it ia "Turtle Mound or Mt, Tuck- 


in 1796, ."Tha Rock or Mt Tuck

Although these were 


lone from memory, and are a strange 
mingling of truth and error, mucr can 
be learned of Indian life from them. 


There i* an attempt to depict the 


high, check bones of the Indians, 
otherwise they are drawn like Greek 
gods and godesses. 
Equal difficulty 


was caused by tbe palmettoes which 
are of a stiffness anyone may sympa- 
thize with who has ever tried tb 
sketch- them. The costumes are cari- 
ous. For instance, a raccoon's tall 
appears constantly on the chtefttan's 
nslgnla. worn either in the back ot 
the belt or In the hair, which ia drawn 
to the top of the head and twisted 
Into a knot with ringlets. But where 
food waa concerned, then the artist 
has remembered accurately. In one 
picture men are carrying hug» baskets 
filled with fish, in several others are 
jrouns cooking on broilers made ot 
four forked sticks driven into the 
ground with rods placed across them. 
The, fires burn merrily underneath, 
and various animals, neatly skinned, 
lie on the sticks above. 
One may 


recogniie eooni*. ducks, fftsh and, eren 
an afllgator and a make, • StocfaKterf 
Tillages are shown, canoee on the 
rivers and tbe men and women busy 
at many occupations. 
These illus- 


trations, in spite of their errors, are 
a source of much information in re- 
gard to Indian life.

The beach approach committee met 


at Brann's pavilion at Coronado Sun- 
day and elected officers, as follows:

The beach approach plans ot Capt. 


T. McWhorter were accepted, official- 
ly, the estimated cost not to exceed 
$1,500.

RAILROAD YARDS WILL 


SOON BE WELL LIGHTED 


When the system ot "flood lights," 


which is now being installed, is com- 
pleted, the Florida East Coast rail- 
road yards will be almost aa well 
lighted at night as they are- in the day 
time, which will greatly facilitate the 
work of the yard crewe at night. The 
big lights will be placed on platforms 
65 feet In the air, the first of these 
platforms having been erected near 
the north end of the yards, in front 
of tbe passenger station. The large 
platform has been, placed at the top 
of the poles and the lights will be so 
placed they will shine directly ahead 
toward the south end of the yards 
and with powerful reflectors behind 
them. At tbe south end ot the yards 
another platform and cluster of lights 
will be placed to shine directly toward 
.he ones at the north end and it is 
claimed that when these rays ot light 
meet they will be so diffused over the 
yards as to make them very light, 
with tbe effect of a bright moonlight. 
Still another cluster of lights will be 
placed in the vicinity of the shops 
and when the Dew yards are com- 
pleted a fourth cluster will be added 
still further south.

property of the county, although tho 
board of county commissioners some 
time ago purchased tbe graood OA 
which tbe moand la supposed to be 
situated and baa paid sever*! thou- 
sands ot dollars on tie purcbMe price. 
Is an intimation made by R. B. r. 
Roper, who has Just completed lome 
surveying in that vicinity. 


Mr. Roper did not make • careful 


survey, but he discovered tbat on tha 
fodeml government map Turtle Mound 
to shown to be located on a- certain 
tract of land and that in reality it l» 
loeated on tke section Jwt south ot 
tbe one OB which It is shown to be lo- 
cated on tbe government map. If 
the mound has been sold to the county 
as being located on the section s» 
shown on the government map, th* 
county has bought nothing but a bare 
tract ot land and tbe mound is on tbe 
section to the south of the section 
line and Is in reality on the land 
owned by the company which recently 
purchased tbn Eidora tract. 


Mr. Roper made bis discovery last 


week while surveying out an oyster 
lease at Shipyard island and following 
out tbe government lines established 
years ago. He waa on the west side 
of tho river and did not take the time 
and trouble to go across to the mound 
to continue investigations, but was 
able to trace the government lines di- 
rectly across from the island and de- 
clares that the mound Is not In the 
position It is shown to be on the map. 


The matter has been reported to 


County Commissioner O. C. Beck., 
who has taken the matter -up wttit 
the county board, and who declares 
no more payments on tbe mound will 
be made until it is definitely settled

Becoming More Understood 


Throughout the World. 


Peat is extensively used as fuel in 


northern Europe acd as fertilizer in 
the United States. In Europe gas, 
charcoal, coke and a number of valu- 
able by-products are produced from-it. 


Owing to the scarcity of raw mate- 


rials in Europe, peat and peat 
moss 


are employed also as substitutes for 
absorbent cotton in the preparation of 
surgical dressings, for wool and for 
cotton and woolen cloth. In the United 
States peat Is utilized chiefly as ferti- 
lizer filler, as stable litter and as an 
a'jsorbent'for the uncrystallized resi- 
dues pf heet and cane sugar refineries 
in the manufacture of stock feed. 


Peat has long been used in ferti- 


lizing the soil, having been either ap- 
plied as a direct fertilizer or used as 
a filler for commercial fertilizer. Anal- 
ysis of the peats of the United States 
show an average nitrogen content of 
about 2 per cent a proportion some- 
what higher than that found in some 
commercial fertilizers. 


The value of peat in soil fertiliza- 


tion is found In Its nitrogen content 
and In the beneficial mechanical ef- 
fect It produces upon certain lands. 
Black, thoroughly decomposed peats 
are most satisfactory for fertilizer, as 
such 'peats are generally heavier and 
more cornpiet-and contmjir more^nK 
trogen and less fibrous' material than 
the^brown types. 


Volcano I* » Lighthouse. 


The city of Sim Salvador, capital of 


the republic of Salvador, may be called 
a city of earthquakes, for it has seen 
disasters as a result of many erup- 
tions, and even today the many vol- 
canoes that surround the little city 
which has been shattered so many 
times again threaten It.

is supposed, from the Izalo volcano. 


This cinder-covered peak, nearly 


5,000 feet high, has gradually built 
itself up from what was a level plain 
nt the base of the Sasita Ana vol- 
cano. 
It has long periods of Inactiv- 


ity, throwing up clouds of smoke and 
steam in great puffs, and at times 
helchlng flumps. Sometimes a flash- 
ing effect con he seen far out at sea, 
and the volcano lias become known 
along the coast as the lighthouse of 
Central America.—Detroit News.

Deer Climb Up Ladder*. 


The three miles of concrete-lined 


flume which brings water to the Cher- 
ry creek .power house on the Hetcb 
Hetc-hy project lies In a terrltorj 
abounding in deer. When water was 
first turned Into the flume there was a 
good deal of trouble with deer which 
got Into It and could not get out un 
aided. As many as thirty to forty deei 
have been taken out of the flume it 
a single month. To relieve this con 
ditlon deer ladders made of plankt 
were built in the flume line at inter- 
vals. The ladders extend below th« 
water as well as above, so that tht 
deer can find a footing on which M 
climb out. Since the ladders were put 
'n there has been no further trouM* 
*ltb the deer.

Mr. Smith, came here as a young 


man, coming by train to St. Augustine 
and walking from that place.. There 
were no roads in those days and he 
bad to follow the general direction of 
the coast, through the woods and 
swamps and across streams. The on- 
ly travel up and down the coast .then 
was by boctB, schooners which passed 
through the inlet and made their way 
along the coast to St Augustine and 
Jacksonville. The canals connecting 
the streams and making the Inland 
waterway had not been dug at that 


Mr. Smith, who is now a prosperous

. Aahevllle, spent two years in New 


Smyrna at that time. He first went

crowded with romantic history aa 
th1^ »tr»Wit of 'c^t bMWeciR,, the 
mouth of tbe "St. Johns river tnd 
MosQuito lafooi). And y*t'how tew 
traces remain of the Sipniaiy th« 


and. the English occupation! 


Every atone of sugar mill, houae or 
masonry should be protected that 
these crumbling records of the past 
nay b» preserved for future genera- 
long. 
. 


Older than these, and pxxklbly of 


greater historic value, are the- shell 
mound*, all that is left of the nisi 
assessors of the land. Moat ot theae 
lave been destroyed, but Turtle 
Mound still stands intact on the east 
bank of the North Indian river where 
the peninsula is very narrow, some 
dozen miles south of Mosquito inlet. 
It is the most Important Indian mouml 
in Florida, H is the highest of all of 
them and is knowa to all who p.ss 
along our inland waters, just as it 
waa known to , the early explorer;, 
over 300 years ago. At a little dis- 
tance out at sea it loomb large as a 
mountain on the western horizon and 
las served as a beacon to many a 
navigator. It was prominently mark- 
ed on all the early mans as far back 
as 1591. 


When the. Spanish and French made 


their settlement* here in the 18th 
century, they fonnd the natives neith- 
er the savages they dreaded, nor Ibe 
possessors of the treasures of which 
they -had dreamed. 
Inotead 
they 


found a semi-barbarous people scat- 
tered in little villages along the river, 
practicing a- primitive agriculture, 
weaving baskets, sewiag with awls 
or needles made of bone and making 
pottery of a rude kind. 


Our own Volnsla county shows 


trace* of many villages, tho .oatiTt* 
undoubtedly being attracted by the 
shell fish in the river. Amos W. But- 
ler, an authority on India* Mounrfs, 
who spends his winters at New Smjr- 
na, has found 22 shell mounds indi- 
cating villages between Daytona and 
Oak HilL 


These shell mounds are known as 


They are composed almost entirely 
of shell, 
though 
running through 


them, corresponding witfc the curve 
of the top of the shell heap-, may be 
found layers or ashes and also de- 
posits of humus, which show they bad 
been left for years and then revisited. 
Among the shells, and more especially 


in tUe layers of aah-es, may be found 
quantities of broken bits of pottery 
and occasionally a perfect bowl or 
some Implement ot domestic use. 


Mrs. 8. J. Sweau of New Smyrna 


(granddaughter ot the late Hon. Frank 
Same) has made a most interesting 
coUecttoo of sellcs .from these Indian 
mounds. In recognition ot the value 
of her.jjni»itjptHflf«t 
made aa honorary member pf tie 
Florida Historical society. 


Near a few of the shell Wounds era 


burial mounds which an not of itell, 
but of earth or sand. Mrs. Washing- 
ton Connor, whose husband for maor 
years has owned large tracts of land 
at New Smyrna, oa ona of which 
stands the old Spanish Mission, In 
searching for tbe history ot this build- 
ing, 
has found old records In Spain, 


such as letters and reports of the 
Spanish governor, Franciscan friars 
and Indian chiefs., that practically es- 
tablish two-thirds of the misting his- 
tory oS'Florida. 
A most interesting 


letter from Mrs. Connor was published 
in the New Smyrna News of March 25, 
and also ia other papers in the state, 
giving tho history of tie mound since 
1591. 
To quote from ths letter: 


"Turtle Mound is by far the most 


noteworthy shell mound in Florida 
and should be made known as such; 
and as time goes by its history. Its 
height and its commanding situation 
will make it more and more valuable 
as a landmark—more go than all tbe 
tons of shell for-road beds that could 
be taken from it. 
It is bad enough 


that tie Rock House was destroyed 
a few yeare ago, because it happened 
to be on a shell mound." 


Mrs. 
Connor describes in detail 


many of tbe old maps on which Turtle 
Mound is marked. 
"Going back- 


wards" it appears under this name on 
a map printed in 1837. On maps prior 
to that it is given various names. In 
1823 it ia "Turtle Mound or Mt, Tuck- 
er;" in 1796, ."The Eock or Mt Tuck- 
er;" in 1768 it la felmply the "Rock;'1 


in W63, "La Boque," "which may be, 
either on ola form of 'roca,' tie Span- 
ish for rock, or a corruption of Turtle 
Mound's original name, the "Mound 
ot Snrruque." 


The moat interesting map of all waa 


made In 1605 by Moxia, a soldier of 
St. Augustine, who accompanied MB 
map with a report for the governor. 
yf&i&f Jfiffyll* vf^TpNI 
river pursue* it way to tite southeast, 
all through mangrove islands with 
sand mound» and palmetto groves and 
hillocks of low evergreen oaks on its 
east bank; it makes many turns end 
twists, and passes at the foot of the 
mound which they call the Mound of 
Surruque; this is a hill of oyster shell 


and short grass, and at the foot of 
the said bill the lad law ef SurruQue 
launch their canoea to go to. sea." 
The site of Turtle Mound is marked on 
this map as "Baradero de sn Hoc," 
"Bamdero" -ia the ancient form of 
"Vsr&deso," which nowadays means a 
shipyard, and in 1605, in Florida, 
meant a place where tbe Indians kept 


Mrs. Connor also 
mentions 
Le 


Home's map of 1591, on which the 
n»ms IB marked "Sorrocboe." 


LeMoyne was an artist who joined 


Laudonierre'r ilifated 
expedition in 


1582 and wa* with bim at Fort Caro- 
line at the mouth of tbe River May 
(St. Johns) for two yean. 
Fortu- 


nately, he was among the few who 
escaped massacre by the Spaniards 
and returned eafely to France. When 
da Bry, in 1591, published his edition 
of the early voyages, Le Moyne was 
given the task ot making the Florida 
illustrations. 
Although these were 


done from memory, and are a strange 
mingling of truth and error, mucr can 
be learned of Indian life from them. 


There i* an attempt to depict the 


high, cheek bones of the 
Indians, 


otherwise they are drawn like Greek 
gods and godesses. 
Equal difficulty 


was caused by the palmettoea which 
are of a stiffness anyone may sympa- 
thize with who has ever tried tb 
sketch them. The costumes are curi- 
ous. For instance, a. raccoon's tall 
appears constantly on the chiefttan's 
Insignia, worn either in the bock ot 
the belt or In the hair, which ia drawn 
to the top of the head and twisted 
Into a knot with ringlets. But where 
food waa concerned, then the artist 
has remembered accurately. In one 
picture men are carrying huge buketg 
filled with fish, in several others are 
grouflft cooking on broilers made ot 
four forked sticks driven into the 
ground with rods placed across them. 
The, fires burn merrily underneath, 
and various animals, neatly skinned, 
lie on the sticks above. 
One may 


recogniie eoonsy dwts* "Bsh and, eren 
"as BrHgitor and a snake, • Stoctsdetf 
villages are shown, canoee on the 
rivers and the man and women bnsy 
at many occupations. 
These illus- 


trations, in spite of their errors, are 
a source of much information in re- 
gard to Indian life. 


Turtle Mound still stands a silent 


iBhed Indians, and around it hover 
memories ot the early explorers.

RAILROAD YARDS WILL 


SOON BE WELL LIGHTED 


When the system ot "flood lights," 


which is now being installed, is com- 
pleted, the Florida East Coast rail 
road yards will be almost aa well 
lighted at night as they aro in the day 
time, which will greatly facilitate the 
work of the yard crews at night. The 
big lights will be placed on platforms 
65 feet In the air, the first of these 
platforms having been erected near 
the north end of the yards, in front 
of the passenger station. The large 
platform has been, placed at the top 
of the poles and the lights will be so 
placed they will shine directly ahea<! 
toward the south end of the yards 
and with powerful reflectors behind 
them. At the south end ot the yards 
another platform and cluster of lights 
will be placed to shine directly toward 
the onee at the north end and it is 
claimed that when these rays ot light 
meet they will be so diffused over the 
yards as to make them very light 
with the effect of a bright moonlight 
Still another cluster of lights will be 
placed in the vicinity of the shops 
and when the new yards are com 
pleted a fourth cluster will be added 
still further south.

WHEN LAWS WERE CRUEL 


MANY FORMS OF EARLY FLAGS 


Various Types Were Used Before the 


Prestnt Form of Old Glory 


was Adopted. 


According to the Smithsonian insti- 


tution there were many forms of early 
flags, especially colonial types, used 
by the Individual colonies and militia 
regiments, before the flag of the Uni- 
ted States was established by the con- 
tinental congress June 14, 1777, the 
anniversary of which date Is now cel- 
ebrated as flag day. This act required 
that the flag of the United States be 
«f 13 horizontal stripes, alternate red 
and white, and that the union be 13 
white stars on a bine field, represent- 
ing a new constellation. 


One of the first occasions for pub- 


lic display of the Stars and Stripes is 
«aid to have been August 6, 1777, 
when the new flag was hoisted over 
the troops at Fort Schuylcr, Rome, N. 
T. John Paul Jones is said to have 
been the first to fly the Stars and 
Stripes over the high seas on the 
Banger In November, 1777. 


From' the time of the Revolution the 


Stars and Stripes in the flag have va- 
ried. There were 13 stars during the 
Revolution, 15 In the war of 1812. 29 
to the Mexican war, 33 to 35 in the 
Civil war, 45 in tbe Spanish war and 
48 today. The stripes were changed 
first from 13 to 15 and then back 
•gain to 13. 
Our national flag is 


among the oldest flags of the nations, 
kelng older than the present British 
jack, the French tricolor and the flag 
•f Spain.

was never sent for trial, as on the 
last night of his confinement In the 
stocks he was burned to death by 
some of the villagers. 


In the rei-ni of On»n Anno n mpn 


named Prothero was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life for writing a pam- 
phlet proving that communication u'ith 
the (lead was possible; and even so 
late as tlie reign oi George I there are 
records of severe punishments being 
Inflicted on people who professed that 
they had received messages from the 
dead. 


In th*» rei^n of James I a Dutch mer- 


chant named Kolep, living in London, 
wai sent to the Tower for alleging 
that during a bad illness he had actu- 
ally died and that his soul had passed 
for two hours in the world beyond. 
when It returned to his body, 


Kolep was deprived of his property 


and was sentenced to imprisonment 
for life. He escaped from prison, how- 
ever, and managed to make his way 
back to his native country, where he 
afterwards published a book giving 
the experiences of his visit to the 
world 
beyond 
the 
grave.

South Sea Islanders Are Rapidly Past- 


ing Away as Result of White 


Man's Coming. 


There are today bat 2,500 persons 


in the SO Panmotu islands, separated 
from each other by about 40 miles of 
water In the South seas, where 15 
years ago there were more than 4,000. 
H equally distributed there would be 
but 30 persons to each island, but on 
more than half of them no person 
lives. Epidemics have cut the people 
down in throngs, and it is the belief 
of Frederick O'Brien, writing in the 
Century Magazine, that the time Is 
not fur off when the last Paumotn 
will curse the white man for the gifts 
he may have brought When Captain 
Cook made his survey of the Tahiti 
Islands there were 
70,000 
happy, 


healthy people, and today there sur- 
vive scarcely 2,000. 
They were not 


slain, but perished by diseases con- 
comitant with Intercourse with civi- 
lized men. 


The Tahltfans alia the Panmotnans 


understand each other easily, though 
many words are different. The for- 
mer lived with Europeans lor 100 
years, and they soon became the most 
cultivated race of the South seas, 
while the Paumotuans remained the 
coarse, primitive savages that they 
have for centuries. The Paumotuans 
are a quiet people, serious and con- 
templative, while the Tahltians are 
laughter-loving, light-hearted, frenzied 
dancers, orators,

Skill In Use of the Bow Was Fostered

Largest Venomout Snak*. 


The bush master Is the largest 


known venomous snake It inhabits 
the Amazonian region In South Amer- 
ica. Its teeth and poison apparatus 
resemble those of a rattlesnake, and 
the fangs are very large. Death has 
been known to occur within 10 minutes 
after the bite of one of these reptiles. 
It lives In dens and holes In the 
ground, frequenting river banks and 
doM not climb trees. This snake at- 
tains a length of 12 to 15 feet; the 
color of Its body IB yellowish pink, 
with brown patterns and tints of pur- 
pie. 


Coal From Leaves, Bark and Fruit*. 


After an exhaustive study of a large 


number of coal seams, James Lomax, 
an English mineralogist, says he h:is 
come to the conclusion that almost all 
had their origin ;n vegetable matter 
grown and deposited on the spot where 
it now rested, the coal substance being 
formed chiefly by the droppings of 
leaves, twigs, bars nnd fniits, in the 
shape of seeds and fructiferous cones 
mainly from large trees. There had 
also been, especially In the lower parts 
of coal beds, the remains of plants 
much smaller in size and lower In the 
scale of organization, various kinds of 
moaslike plants, all of whlcb Combined 
to form a humus In which the plants 
much more highly organized could 
exist and develop.—Indianapolis Mews.

Becoming More Understood 


Throughout the World. 


Peat is extensively used as fuel in 


northern Europe acd as fertilizer in 
the United States. In Europe gas, 
charcoal, coke and a number of valu- 
able by-products are produced from-it. 


Owing to the scarcity of raw mate- 


rials in Europe, peat and peat 
moss 


are employed also as substitutes for 
absorbent cotton in the preparation of 
surgical dressings, for wool and for 
cotton and woolen cloth. In the United 
States peat Is utilized chiefly as ferti- 
lizer filler, as stable litter and as an 
a'jsorbent'for the uncrystallized resi- 
dues pf heet and cane sugar refineries 
in the manufacture of stock feed. 


Peat has long been used in ferti- 


lizing the soil, having been either ap- 
plied as a direct fertilizer or used as 
a filler for commercial fertilizer. Anal- 
ysis of the peats of the United States 
show an average nitrogen content of 
about 2 per cent a proportion some- 
what higher than that found in some 
commercial fertilizers. 


The value of peat in soil fertiliza- 


tion is found In Its nitrogen content 
and In the beneficial mechanical ef- 
fect It produces upon certain lands. 
Black, thoroughly decomposed peats 
are most satisfactory for fertilizer, as 
such 'peats are generally heavier and 
more cornpiet-and contmjir more^nK 
trogen and less fibrous' material than 
the^brown types. 


Volcano I* » Lighthouse. 


The city of Sim Salvador, capital of 


the republic of Salvador, may be called 
a city of earthquakes, for it has seen 
disasters as a result of many erup- 
tions, and even today the many vol- 
canoes that surround the little city 
which has been shattered so many 
times again threaten It. 
Rumblings 


and grumblings «re heard "coining, it 
is supposed, from the Izalo volcano. 


This cinder-covered peak, nearly 


5,000 feet high, has gradually built 
itself up from what was a level plain 
nt the base of the Sasita Ana vol- 
cano. 
It has long periods of Inactiv- 


ity, throwing up clouds of smoke and 
steam in great puffs, and at times 
helchlng flumps. Sometimes a flash- 
ing effect con he seen far out at sea, 
and the volcano lias become known 
along the coast as the lighthouse of 
Central America.—Detroit News.

Deer Climb Up Ladder*. 


The three miles of concrete-lined 


flume which brings water to the Cher- 
ry creek .power house on the Hetcb 
Hetc-hy project lies In a terrltorj 
abounding in deer. When water was 
first turned Into the flume there was a 
good deal of trouble with deer which 
got Into It and could not get out un 
aided. As many as thirty to forty deei 
have been taken out of the flume it 
a single month. To relieve this con 
ditlon deer ladders made of plankt 
were built in the flume line at inter- 
vals. The ladders extend below th« 
water as well as above, so that tht 
deer can find a footing on which M 
climb out. Since the ladders were put 
'n there has been no further trouM* 
*ltb the deer.

WHEN LAWS WERE CRUEL 


MANY FORMS OF EARLY FLAGS 


Various Types Were Used Before the 


Prestnt Form of Old Glory 


was Adopted. 


According to the Smithsonian insti- 


tution there were many forms of early 
flags, especially colonial types, used 
by the individual colonies and militia 
regiments, before the flag of the Uni- 
ted States was established by the con- 
tinental congress June 14, 1777, the 
anniversary of which date Is now cel- 
ebrated as flag day. This act required 
that the flag of the United States be 
«f 13 horizontal stripes, alternate red 
and white, and that the union be 13 
Hfhite stars on a blue field, represent- 
tag a new constellation. 


One of the first occasions for pub- 


lic display of the Stars and Stripes is 
(aid to have bepn August 6, 1777, 
when the new flag was hoisted over 
the troops at Fort Schuylcr, Rome, N. 
T. John Paul Jones is said to have 
been the first to fly the Stars and 
Stripes over the high seas on the 
Banger In November, 1777. 


From' the time of the Revolution the 


Stars and Stripes in the flag have va- 
ried. There were IS stars during the 
Revolution, 15 In the war of 1812. 29 
In the Mexican war, 33 to 35 in the 
Civil war, 45 in tbe Spanish war and 
48 today. The stripes were changed 
first from 13 to 15 and then back 
•gain to 13. 
Our national flag is 


among the eldest flags of the nations, 
kelng older than the present British 
jack, the French tricolor and the flag 
•f Spain.

This luckless spiritualist, however, 


was never pent for trial, as ou the 
last night of his confinement In the 
stocks he was burned to death by 
some of the villagers. 


In the rei-ni of Q'n»n Anno n mpn 


Darned Prothero was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life for writina a pam- 
phlet proving that communication with 
the (lead was possible; and even so 
late as tbe reign oi George I there ave 
records of severe punishments being 
Inflicted on people who professed that 
they had received messages from the 
dead. 


In th«> reign of James 1 a Dutch mer- 


chant named Kolep, living In London, 
wai sent to the Tower for alleging 
that during a bad illness he had actu- 
ally died nnd that his soul had passed 
for two hours In the world beyond, 
when It returned to his body. 


Kolep was deprived of his property 


and was sentenced to imprisonment 
for life. He escaped from prison, how- 
ever, and managed to make his way 
back to his native country, where he 
afterwards published a book giving 
the experiences of his visit to the 
world 
beyond 
the 
grave.— Stray
